Milita ry Men Ob ject to 
Airing Pa st Mis ta k es

WASHINGTON — There ha s 
been a significa nt a nd sincere dif­ 
ference of opinion rega rding full 
a nd open hea rings for the Ma c- 
Arthur testimony beginning to­ 
morrow. 
Sen. Dick Russell of Georgia 
ha s been a nxious to ha ve a ny­ 
thing come out of the hea rings 
tha t would in a ny wa y give a id 
a nd comfort to the enemy. Every­ 
one else a grees with him on this. 
Not in a greement, however, a re 
a ll the milita ry men in the Penta ­ 
gon. Some of them feel tha t such 
a hea ring would sta rt a n extreme­ 
ly ba d precedent in ma king pub­ 
lic milita ry mista kes of the pa st. 
This feeling is not sha red by a ll. 
Gen. Oma r Bra dley, for insta nce, 
ha s believed in putting the ca rds 
on the ta ble no ma tter whose er­ 
rors it shows up, including his 
own. 
However, it ha s been a tra di­ 
tiona l policy a mong the milita ry 
for 100 yea rs or so never to ma ke 
public the ba ttle errors of wa r. 
For insta nce, the files on the mis­ 
ta kes of World Wa r I never ha ve 
been open to Congress or the pub­ 
lic, nor of the Spa nish-America n 
wa r, nor even the civil wa r. This 
is beca use it is definite milita ry 
policy tha t the tra gic blunders of 
the top bra ss should not be pub­ 
licized. It is considered ba d for 
the prestige of the service. 
Genera l Bra dley ha s come nea r­ 
est to publicizing these blunders 
in his current biogra phy in which 
he tells of the fa ilure of Gen. 
J ohnny (“ Court House” ) Lee to 
keep the Norma ndy inva sion sup­ 
plied with munitions. He a lso tells 
of Lee’s insa tia ble desire for gra b­ 
bing swa nk hotels for his officers 
while the G. I.s slept where they 
could. I reported pa rt of this story 
during 
the 
wa r—na mely, 
how 
Genera l Lee ha d ta ken over the 
swa nk George V. hotel in Pa ris 
for himself, a nd how his supply 
lines got to sna rled up tha t Gen. 
Thoma s La rkin wa s ordered to 
ma ke 
a 
specia l 
investiga tion. 
However, the officia l reports of 
the wa r depa rtment ha ve never 
told this story a nd proba bly never 
will. 
Korea ’s Errors 
Likewise, the tra gic mista kes 
of the Korea n wa r never ha ve 
been told officia lly. It ha s never 
been disclosed, for insta nce, tha t 
when Gen. Edwa rd Almond a nd 
the la te Gen. “ J ohnny” Wa lker 
were ra cing towa rd the Ya lu river 
just before our tra fic defea t, there 
wa s no ba ttle lia sison between 
them. 
This fa ilure wa s considered so 
da ngerous by the joint chiefs of 
sta ff in Wa shington tha t a specia l 
wa rning wa s ca bled Genera l Ma c- 
Arthur to set up communica tions 
between his two field comma nd­ 
ers. However, he never heeded 
the wa rning. 
The two comma nders continued 
to 
opera te, 
in 
effect, 
without 
spea king to ea ch other. 
Possible expla na tion wa s tha t 
Genera l Wa lker wa s a lieutena nt 
genera l in comma nd of the Eighth 
a rmy, a nd outra nked Almond who 
wa s only a ma jor genera l. How­ 
ever, Genera l Almond wa s Ma c- 
Arthur’s chief of sta ff in Tokyo, 
ha d been quite close to him, a nd 
wa s sent from Tokyo to comma nd 
the 10th corps, which, a lthough 
not a ctua lly a n a rmy, wa s a lmost 
of equiva lent size. 
And for rea sons best known to 
Ma cArthur, 
Almond 
wa s 
not 
pla ced under the direct comma nd 
of his superior. Genera l Wa lker.

Poor Intelligence 
The Eighth a rmy retrea ted 120 
miles pell-mell wiihout ma king a 
stop. In some ca ses, it unhitched 
hea vy a rtillery, lea ving them to 
the enemy without even a pre­ 
tense of a fight. This wa s no re­ 
flection on our men. The error 
wa s with the comma nd. No pre­ 
pa red positions ha d been set up 
in the roa r, perha ps beca use there 
wa s not the slighte.st expecta tion 
the Chinese would intervene. 
Furthermore our troops were 
not 
overwhelmed 
by 
superior 
numbers, a s pla yed up in the 
hea dlines a t tha t time. While Gen­ 
era l Ma cArthur wa s issuing press 
communiques 
a bout

Chinese 
force of 1,000,000 men, his own

Another seriou.s error the mili­ 
ta ry doesn’t like to ta lk a bout 
now wa s the fa ilure to spot Chi­ 
nese troops building up on both 
sides of the Ya lu river la st No­ 
vember.

which should ha ve been fa irly 
ea sy for a rmy intelligence to spot, 
but Ma cArthur’s intelligence fa il­ 
ed to report them.
